merce, which was formed le^s than a year 
ago, recently decided that if it was to play 
its proper part in the life uf Hie city it must 
have more members. 
It had only 435 


members at £50 a year each. A systematic 
campaign was organized, \vhich included 
the division of the city into districts, each 
in charge of a membership team. 
They 


started the campaign with a dinner, at 
which speeches were made by Archbishop 
Ireland and~ofher notables. Then they went 
over St. Paul with a fine-touthed comb and 
gathered in the new recruits. Seventy men 
in teams of five each did the canvassing, 
and they did it so successfully that within a 
week i,H4 members were enrolled, most 
of whom signed up for three years at $5o a 
year.
